of five per centum per annum on the amount of cir- 
culation, at the time of suspension, payable monthly 
until the resumption of specie payments. The pen 
alties thus imposed sum up, in the aggregate, to the 
snug little sum of $10,978 20. 

Large Movement ok Grain.— The aggregate 
q .lantity of grain which will be shipped from New 
York during the month of November is about 1,500,- 
000 bushels, of which, say two-thirds is in bags and 
the remainder in bulk. Last year, in November 
while the extraordinary shipments of grain were 
taking place, the number of grain vessels which left 
New York was but forty-one. whereas it is calcula- 
ted that act less than suty one will sail before the 
expires.

The banks are still cheerful lender- where acceptable pa- 
per is otfered, but as this description of security is verv scarce 
they are not likely to BtpadM their loans materially for 
some time to come. Those who expect that confidence and 
credit tan be reestablished, except upon entirely n« w foun- 
dations, will find themselves mistaken, but there ueed be 
r.o farther severe pressure on the progress inward that con- 
summation. Very little new aud important business will 
be undertaken by those who alone are able to initiate a pro- 
gressive movement, until they "see where thev stand." In 
other words, there must be a general liquidation of prssent 
indebtedness before there can be a pros|>erous revival of 
trade. The duty of every one is to contribute as far as ]k>s- 
sible to this result, and as there are many in the City who 
are tied to inaction until the eountrv send* in its dues, a 
strong effort should be made to move the croi s. and facili- 
ty collections. To this end something more is needed thm 
simply the requisite currency. The farmers should be in- 
duced to sell their produce, not by paying them a price which 
will leave, a loss to the forwarder; such a movement would 
benefit no one as capital will not be inverted in the crop ex- 
cept with the hope of profit. The best method of encour- 
aging such tales is to circulate accurate information in re- 
gard to the extent of the crops, the quantities on hand un- 
sold, and the almostcertaiu decline in prices ui-on the open- 
ing of another season.

Ten or twelve thousand 
have been contracted at $6 per hundred, but it is 
feared there is or will be an indisposition or inability 
to live up to some of the contracts by paying cash 
on delivery. This will cot suit some of ojr farm- 
ers, who are afraid to sell on tick in these ticklish 
times, when it is so common for business men to 
susjiend payment. Hence he who will pay all cash 
in hand can buy hogs on much betters terras than 
he who aims to buy on credit. Cash down will be 
the rule and credit sales the exception, provided 
there are any cash buyers in market. 

From the aliove state of facts we conclude that 
Cass county is now an excellent field for the opera- 
tions of two or three pork dealers who ca.r pay cash 
on delivery. It is therefore much to l>e hoped that 
several such dealers will be on hand iu Beardstown 
in a short time. For our own part, if we had hogs 
to sell this season, we would pack them or send them 
by railroad to Chicago or St. Louis before we would 
sell them on credit at any price. 

The ClarksviUe (Tenn.) Chronicle, of Friday 
says:

In the midst of the panic the Treasury issued an 
order suspending the charter of the Hank of Eng 
bind and authorising the issue of small notes to any 
amount. The effect of this order was instantaneous. 
The panic immediately ceased and the news was re- 
ceived with futiou3 acclamations in all the commer- 
cial cities throughout the Kingdom. 

The English money market was steadier on the 
13th. Biink stock was quoted at W)iQtl2. Ex- 
chequer bills improved. All kinds of" produce im- 
mediately advanced considerably.

New Orleans, Nov. 24.

New York, Nov. 24. 
A large meeting was held at Tammany Hall last 
evening to ratify the nomination of Fernando Wood. 
Hon. John Kelly, John Cochran, and Col. Doherty 
were the principal speakers. The greatest harmony 
and enthusiasm prevailed. 

Another meeting was held in the Park at the 
same time, the hall being inadequate to accommo- 
date the immense mass.

BOAT AND CARGO TOTAL LOSS. 



We are indebted to Mr. Win. B. Huston, the 
clerk of the ill-fated steamer Rainbow, for the fol- 
lowing details of the destruction of that boat by 
fire: 

The Rainbow, Capt. Holcroft commanding, on her 
way from New Orleans to Louisville, had on board 
from two hundred and fifty to three hundred souls, 
passengers and crew, all told, and about four hun- 
dred tons of freight, principally sugar, coffee, and 
molasses. 

Oa the moming of the 21st inst., at about half-past 
two o'clock, w hile under w _ ay. ;o:ne ten miles above 
Napoleon, and near the head of Island 74, the boat 
was discovered to be on fire. The officer of the deck, 
Mr. C. Whitlow, immediately ordered her to be run 
ashore. The order was promptly executed by Mr. 
Lamb, the pilot at the wheel, 'but so rapid was the 
progress of the rUmes that by the time the shore 
wai reached they enveloped the entire boat, which 
presented a mass of fire from stem to stern. Those 
of the passengers and crew who were on the for- 
ward part of the boat escaped without difficulty. 
Those at the stern were cut off from any means of 
escape except by jumping iuto the water. Although 
it was but a few yards to the shore, but few of the 
latter escaped, except those who had the presence 
of mind to take life-preservers or something to sus- 
tain them in the water. No doubt mtny were burnt 
in their rooms. Some were overcome with fright 
and knew not which way to go. and would not jump 
into the water. The wheel-house next the shore 
wasfilkd with men, women, and children. The 
beams burnt off. and the weight of the wheel careen- 
ed it overboard, carrying with it a great many per- 
sons, but few of whom were saved. 

All the books and papers being destroyed, it is 
utterly impossible to ascertain accurately the names 
of tbe lost or saved; but, after carefully comparing 
the statements of those that were saved, we cannot 
mike the loss less than 60 to 75 human beings; all 
ushered into eternity without a moment's warning. 
Truly "in the midst of life we are in death." The 
officers without exception were saved. 
Ceew Lost.— Ed. Prat her, first, and Wm. Ro- 
1 (colored), and Frank Stark- 
>oks (Germans); 
I cuokMonc white and one black), 
with fifteen of the crew, firemen, and deck-hands. 

Assistance.— The Sovereign, bound down, fortu- 
nately was near at hand, and succeeded in picking 
up several of the passengers floating in the water, 
upon pieces of wood, &c. She took on board those 
of the saved who wished to return South. The 
. toon came along, bound up, and several 
i went off on her. A few hours afterwards 
i James E. Woodruff came up and took on board 
tbe crew and the remainder of the passengers, with 
the exception of a few who stayed to look for tbe 
i of their lost friends. 

r of th ' Fire.— The officers of the boat 
that the fire originated in the cook house, 
being closed, they think that the fire was un- 
headway before bursting out, and then it 
was so far started, and the wind blowing very fresh, 
that nothing could be done to arrest its progress. 

Cargo. — The cargo consisted of sugar, coffee, and 
molasses, 350 to 400 tons, all of which is a total 
loss. 

m Passengers. — The passenger', with one or two 
exceptions, had retired to their rooms. Among 
them were several Californians, with their treasures 
of geld and their families, coming back to their 
homes, but, alas ! they met with tbe cold embrace 
of Death in its most borrid form, instead of that of 
kindred and friends from whom they had so long 
been separated. 

Treasure and Jewelry Lost.— All the passen- 
gers lost everything, money, clothes, and all they 
hid except what was on their persons. 

A large amount of money in gold and $20,000 in 
jawelry were undoubtedly lost.

Arnold, of Brwling Green, Ky., and N. M. Lee, 
of Richmond, Va., generously told ail to go to the 
store at Luconia, and to clothe themselves, and they 
would foot the bills, which was done. 

Capt. Rogers, of the James E Woodruff, with a 
p Ml y-ii-rosity. that is an honor to the sieaniboat- 
meti of the West, took all who wefe saved and de- 
sired to come up, some one hundred in all, to Mem- 
phis free of charge, aud the crew of the Run bow to 
Cairo on the fame generous terms, showirg that the 
Western boatmen are humane, ■ftthopgk locked 
upon by ti e worll as outside bartarian3.- 

Mr. IL-ury, of the Taylor House, Cairo, contrib- 
uted in every way in his power to the comfort and 
relief of those who came to Cairo, and Mr. McCor- 
mick, of the Illinois Central Railroad, and the offi- 
cers of the Ohio and Mississippi and of the New 
Albany and Salem railroads, brought them all free 
of charge to this point.

Artificial Fisii-Breeding Carried into Suc- 
cessful Operation is Connkcticut. — We are 
pleased to be able, at length, to announce the first 
practical attempt in the Lnited States to propagate 
fish by artificial means. Private experiments in a 
small way have doubtless been made iu many in- 
stances; but we believe no systematic and extensive 
plan to this end has hitherto been carried into opera- 
tion on this side of the Atlantic. The spot selected 
for the trial is Saltonstall lake, a !>eautiful sheet of 
water lyiDg chiefly iu the town of East Haven, and 
only a few miles from the sound. This lake is some 
four miles long and nearly a mile wide. It is fed 
by a living stream from a piece ot woods at its head 
on the north, and along the path or channel of this 
stream, for a distance into the lake of about two 
miles from its embouchure, a portion of the impreg- 
nated fish's eggs which are used in the experiment 
have been placed, resting in a bed of gravel. 

Carl Muller, formerly a resident of Saxony, but 
now of New York, has, in company with two or 
three others, purchased the right of fishing in this 
lake; and the Legislature, at its last icssiou, passed 
an act which effectually protect! them ia these 
rights. In pursuance of the design, Mr. Muller has 
beeu to Lake Ontario and Like Michigan, from 
which region he has just returned with some live 
millions of the eggs of the lake trout. The business 
of depositing, or planting these eggs in Saltonstall 
lake was done yesterday, Nov. 17th, 1807, under the 
supervision of Mr. Muller. These eggs, when col- 
lected, filled the space of half a barrel. Before put- 
ting them in the water, in case it is in the bed of a 
stream, a sort of bed is prepared for their reception 
by placing upon the bottom, stones and gravel, in 
such a manner as to save the eggs from being wash- 
ed away, and |>erhaps also in a measure to protect 
them from the rapacity of pickerel and other fish. 
The eggs were placed in different positions, ehieriy 
near the Western shore, which is rocky and abrupt, 
and in water of two to four feet deep. " They are ex- 
pected to hatch next March. 

The fish multiply w ith great rapidity, and excel- 
lent fishing is anticipated iu the course of two or 
three years time. Mr. Midler, who has had expe- 
rience in these matters at home in Germany, is very 
confident of the entire success of the project. He 
regards Saltonstall Lake as the best laks for the pur- 
pose that he has yet met with, 'in nidation to the 
eggs of the lake trout, which have thus been hed- 
ded in this beantiful sheet of water, another mil- 
lion of eggs, from the well known white fish of Lake 
Michigau, were also put down. 

These fish-eggs, particularly those of the lake 
trout, are worth examining. They are about as 
large as "double B" shot, and are obtained already 
in an impregnated state. The difference between 
those which are impegnated with the milt of the 
male fish, and those which are not, is clearly seen 
by the eye; the former are quite translucent, -and 
have a darker colored spot in tbe center, w hich is 
the germ of the embryo fish. The unimpregnated 
eggs are opaque, and milky-looking. 

Eggs of other fish are to be procured and placed 
in the lake. Among them, we understand, is those 
of the togue, or large gray trout of the lakes of 
Maine, which sometimes attain a weight of 40 lbs. 
It is thought to be a distinct species.
